The Campaign Opened.
From the Boston Post

A visible sense of relief is manifested all
over the country, at the annonnoesment of the
pames of Beymour aud Diair as the constitu-
tional candidates for President snd Vioe- Presi-
dent of the Unpited States, The uuviversal
feeling of ealisiaction aprings from the assu-
rance that we are pow to have a government
under oivil gnidaves rather than military con-
trol. Horatio Seymour has no matoh as a
statesman among the public men of the conn-
try. By his ability, his experiencs, and his
shining patriotism, he has edtablished a fame
which osunot be shaken by the most vislent
assaults of partisan opposition. If the war
is really over, and the soldivrs’ work is done,
then it is time we proceeded to subordioate
arms to laws, and to secnre through coostitu-
tional methods what has already beeu settled
by the conflict.

The campaign is now fairly opensd whose
jssue is the salvation of the Unfon and its free
Government. If we are asked what ia to be
opposed, we point to thal arraignment of the
party in power——factions, frantio, and revo-
Jutionary—corrupt, reckiess, and uwsurping—
which is attached to the platform adopied by
the Dewmooratic Convention, It is worth the
utmost effort which can be npitedly mades to
drive such a party from the plaves in which
it seeks to entrench itself.  That it can be
dons, nobody doubts who holds fast to his
faith in the people, Radioalism sees olearly
enongh how ita supports are falliog and the
ground is sinking under its fest, and it there-
fore schemes with the boroughs it would
make of the Southern States, to ges how to
offset the frandulent electoral votes manafac-
tured by the Freedmen's Burean against the
honest votes of the citizens of the Northern
Htateg. It dodges the great issues; relies on
ita false boasts; works with all its wmight
upon such popular prejudices as it muy be
able to excite; and hopes to hide behind
the military reputation of a snccessful com-
mander until the umiversal indignation is

assed,

With Radicalism the struggle iz ona of life
and death; on the part of the people under the
lead of Seymour aud Blair, it is a struggle for
the security of the common liberties. Toe
lines betwesn this riotous political faction and
the real sentiment of the nation, do not reqgnire
to be drawn apew. No statement which the
former can adroitly pat forth on its own bahalf
now, will obliterate the record of its past his-
tory. It bas had full swing with power sinoe
the Unlon soldiers cougnered a peace in the
name of the Union; and that power has been
n:vd, not to restore peraunent Ilru'mnuy
among discordant States, bat to destroy ons
branch of the Government, to practically
guppress another, and to usarp snprems do-
mipion for itsell. When such a revola-
tionary body comes before the peopls
and asks for an extension of power that it may
continne its evcroachments until app-als to
the people will be no lobger necessary, it
ought to be a theme for general gratitnde that
a peaceful and orderly method still lies open
by which to disengage its grasp on the Govern-
ment, The chiel merit of this method, how-
ever, consists in our putting it to instant and
vigorous use. In dealing with bloated conspi-
ravies under & free government, nothing must
be taken on trust out of all their protests
and professions, bat they must be judged
glernly by their acts. Do we need any further
fllustrations of the temper or temdencies of
radicalism ?

One wonld be stone blind not to recognize
fhe expressed sentiment of the peopls of the
country since this revolutionary body of men
began to devolop their real intentions. Pa-
tient as tLe peopls are accustomed to bas under
almost every infliction of misrule, in the belisf
that frea principles have vitality enoagh to
work themselves safely throngh all ordinary
forms of abnse, they have unmistakably
ghown their determination to submit to this
tyranny of radicalism mo longer. Thea recant
popular elections sufliciently prove that. As
often aa a fair and square vote could ba reached
on the issnes which this body woald present,
it has been a vote of unqualified condemna-
tion of its destructive course. And we ars to
take up the popular decision where we already
find it, and go forward in ita name and with its
gupport to the final overthrow of all tha als-
wents that are to be found in combination
againgt Republicanism. We are summoned to
unite 85 one man against the Jacobins who
think the Government was created for their
use and advantage, All good men, all patriots,
all who hate oppression in every form and be-
lieve in the equality of the States in the
Union, und the people of the Btates under
their own local Governments, will come for-
ward now 10 renonnoes interpretations which
muke constitutional liberty a frand and con-
vert our republican system into an odions
despotism.

This battle is one that cannot be shirked or
evaded, but must be fought ont on its merits.
Detraction has bappily lost its power, except
againgt the guilty party making nse of it. Tue
people have got over their foara of bag-aboo
epithets. Sbham patriots pass for preoissly
what they are, It is discovered that londosss
is not loyalty. The ery of freedom works no
favor to the party that values it ouly as a ory.
The heavy load of taxes is the tros responss
to the radical professions of economy. The
costly continuance of an army in the Bouth is
the best commentary that can b mads on re-
construction, LExtravagauee and corruption
make the very air rank with the practives that
get ofl radical professions, Their prople have
the matter now in tusir own hands, Thair
welfare, their safsty, their liberty itself is
clearly at their own disposal,

P()n-r two-thirds of the population of South
arolina are black., Thedivision of the Legs-
Jature betwean the races represents each fairly
in proportion to ite numbers, There is at first
glavce an obvions fairness in this, comparad
with the old Conpstitution, under whiolu the
whole voting power was vested in less than a
third of the peopls, and which was as obvi-
oukly despotic and undemooratie. Boath Caro-
lina bas ever been & supercilions and pesky
dnkedom in our family of repablics. Now it s
converted into & republic, and of conrse the
#x-dukes don't like it, more than Bomba pre-
fors a felt hat to the crown of Naples, The
facts, if they are facts, which Gen. Hampton
gete forth are not free from harm and wrong,
nor do they indicate & perfect state ol society
and government. Though the utmost of taxes
psd by auy legislative body s very small
compared with that paid by the whole State,
yet Geperal Hamyton is right in argning that
South Carolina needs mors tax-payers in her
Legislature, and it iz wholly the fanlt of Gen.
Hampton and hig clasa that they are not there,
Let General lampton, Governor Orr, L. M.
Keitt, T. Barnwell Rhett, aud toe like say to
the colored men of Bouth Carolins, **We no
longer oppose your exerciss of the right of aufl-
frage or any other political right, but on the plat-
form of equal aud exact justice to sll men, and
anstooratic sand exvlosive privileges to nons,
we ask your sulfruges,”’ avd we will guarantes
that they can &l any time be electsd to sy
oflices fu the gilt of the paople, bBat so long
48 they go before the people asking the mi-
nority to elect thewm to vilivs for the parpose ol
disfrapchising the majority, they will be fortu-
nate if they are not themselves disfranohised.
a legislature should coutsin tax-
payers who will guard the rights of pro-
perty  is desirable ;  bnt  the defense of
property i less important al present,
in  the South, than the maintenance
of the personal and political liberties of a fall
third of the Sonthern people. While the La-
gislature of Sonth Carolina, with its one huao-
dred pegrovs and no tax-payers, may bs poorly

We can apprecinte the
evil of goveruments controlled by men who
pay few or no taxes. We do businsss in
the widst of a vty governed by carpet-bag-
gers vot long over from Cork, Limerick, sod
Sauer Krautenthal. The difference bstwesn
our carpst-buggers from Europe and thoss with
whicli the rebellions Hawptons are alllicted ia
that ouis are generally as deficient in mental
aud moral cultivation as in property. Wa
believe most of the Southern carpet-baggers
bave at least made the acgnaintance ot the
gchoolmaster. Nor ig the South pecaliar in
finding carpet-baggers willing to acoept her
offices. The new States of the far West and
the Pacific elope have far wore of them than
the Sonth, Tue remwedy for such evils a8 may
be ipcident to nviversal suifrage is for the tax-
paying people to tike partin the Government.
It they refuse they mnst sabmit to be flesced

until they do, just as the tax payers of New |

York city are flecced by their Dewoeratio
carpet-baggers until they are forced to vote
in gell-defense, In polities, as in agricaltars,
the Southern people, aristocracy, and ple-
beiang, white aod black, Kepublicans and
Dewocrats, muost *‘root hog or dis.’ If the
tux-payers want the offices they have gavh
superior facilitieg that they can get their fair
ghare of them. If they refuse them the non-
tax-payers will accept and make the most of
them,

It is a comfort to know, however, that so
far the *‘carpet-baggers’” and the negroes
bave shiown far more decenoy and equity than
the Rebel aristoorats, No worse crime has yet
been charged npon them than that of color, or
birth, and loyalty to the Uniop, and s desire
to establish freedom for all men. They have
loosed pearly every boud from the nurepentant
Rebels, who are still seeking only to re-enslava
or disfranchise them. They have bsen stren-
nous only for the protection of personal liberty.
They have wot, like the governments which
they supersede, voted their States out of the
Union or into civil war. They have shown far
more prudence, judgment, aod statesmanship,
though they are non-tax-paying negroes and
carpet-baggers, than the Rubels who plueged
the Btate into the vortex of destraction.
When the egquitable Constivation which they
bhave founded does it perfect work, there may
be fewer Wade Hamptous with their three
hundred acres of roses, their enormous parks,
and slave-tilled plavtations, Bat there may
be, too, wore buman souls permitted to bad
aud blossom in the free air and saolight of
bheaven that, under the blighting inflacnce of
slavery, would have developed only into
thorpe to bleed the nation's feet and retard its

The National Debt und National Credit.

It is the most difficalt thivg o the world to
muke the people aud press of Earope under-
staud us or to speak ot us fairly. A portien
of the DBritish press particularly seems to take
pleasure in raking us down and misrepresent-
ing us whenever auylbing ocours to give it
au opportnnity of dong so. The charaoteris-
tio egotism and selb-righteousoess of John
Bull #tick out iu & reansikable manner on all
guch oconsions. Wae are culled consing, blood-
relations, & greal people, and sl gorts of gcom-
Thnu—uln:_y thiogs are said of us when the

litish want to setile Alabnwa olaims after

their own fashion, to get a tar ¥ from us favora-
ble to themsslves or to galn soms otbher advan-
tages; but when we are in troubls or belisyved
to be in diffoulties the cloven hoof is showun,
Johin Bull then strikes at us and complacently
compares his degenerate ollspring with his
own noble aud hounorable self,

For example, no sooner were the flnanocial
features of the Demoorstio platform, as adopted
by the Counvention held in this vity, telegraphad
to England thian the press there cried oot repa-
diation; aud we all Kpow liut'_. ]:.\ OIS makas
or otber, aud eitber from iguorance or design,
ounr gix percent, gold Interest seonrities are
kept down twenty per cent. below the British
three and a hialf .per cents. If the credit of
oue country be as good as that of the other
and the resources equial, the seonrities of the
two couutries should have the same oredit.
Britigh thres and a half consols are gquoted
now atninety-four to uinaty-five. This wonld
make Upited States sixes worth about ouns
houdred and sixty, if, a8 wa sald, the oredit and
Ieans of paying be as good in ons cass w3
the other.  Yut what do we #ea ! Ouar ssourl-
ties are quoted in London at the samo time st
& fraction over seventy-thres—that is, reckon-
ing the value of the secnritles upon the inte-
rest drawn from them and the return for the

capital iuvested in them, ours are oonsidered
by the stock - dealers and capitalists abroad not

worth balf the value placed upsm those of
England. Ounr oredit standa less than (ifty per
cent, below that of Great Britain. Thurs is no
canss for this difference. It s pot real, bat
artificial, and can only be tempornry. It arises
fn & great measure from Lhe I)uralaunt afforts
of the Britiah press, oapitalists and stock-
denlers to depreoiate the charaotsr, standing,
and oredit of the United Stawes.

What are the faota with regard to the cradit
of the United *tates—to the prosp=ctof payiog
the debt and the means of payiongit? How
does thia oconutry compare with Eogland and
the other countries of Eilrnpﬂ in this respsot !
I'iret, we will remark that onr debt, enormons
as it s, was contracted at home; ws did not
ssk for money abroad; we obtained no loans
from forelgn conuiries, Yot we raised more
woney than any nation ever ralsed in the sams
time, and ocarried on & war nnexampled in
magnitude snd coal to a snceessful lssne, No
nation v the world—mno, not «ven Bugland, with
all ber wealth—oould have raised snsh a vast
sum within the few years thal the war lastad,
The effort wonld have broken down any other
counntry. Why were we abla to do this ? B
canse wa hnd a vast and rich continesy, fall of
wealth avd natural resonroes, and thirty five
millons of the most industrious and enterpris-
ing people in the world, 'Ihe debt is bat a
gwall mortgage on the vast wealth aud un-
equalled industry of the nation. W have not,
like Evglaud, resched the limit of prodnotion,
por bave we any reason to look gloomily on
the futnre, as Mr. Gladstone does of Bagland,
when her coal wines and other resonross mast
give ont, Biunpendons as the development of
this convtry has been in wesith and popuala-
tion, it is only the beginning of a mighty fu-
ture. Thers are not three millions of paupers
to eat up the earnings of industry or who oan-
not fiopd ewmployment, hvery person is a pro-
ducer; there is plenty of well paid employment,
and room enough for ten times the pressnt
population, Thers are now probably 40 000, 000
of prople it the United States, and within the
next decads there will be over (ifty millions,
Aud it wust be rememberad that this popala-
tion is equal in prodactive power to donble
that of most other conntries, on asoouat of its
euperior energy, invention and eoterprise.
It is hardly necessary to meotion here oar ao
limited agricultaral resources, iocladiog
almost everything that is grown elsswhare,
[rom the hardy cereals of tbe North to the
semi-tropical prodactions of the South, or to
onr boundless miveral wealth in iron, coal,
copper, the precions metals and every other
kind of mineral. All thia iz well known.
Who will presnme to say, then, that wa
cannot pay the national debt, aud pay it, too,

we choose !

But the foreign cavillers intimate that our
prople way repoadiate the debt, and point to
party platforms and utterances of purty poli-
ticiaus as indicating that. Oar political parties
and politiclans say a grest many things for
buncembe, and abuse each other for all sorts
of bad doiugs and intentions. In other conn-
tries 1arties and politicisns do the same, if
they do not go quite so far as ours. There is
a great deal of clap-trap in all this, and it i= so
unders ood by the people.  Bat with regard to
the platiorms of the Dewocrats and Republi-
caps, wWhick ars mnch alike as to lvaocial
guesiions, there is notbivg sguinting even at
repudiation in them. DBoth parties intend to
pay the debt Lonestly, and it either of them
did vot it wonld be condemuoed by the peopls.
They do intend that the bondholdars shall ba
taxed ag all othier proparty holdars aond paopla
are taxed, aod the majority of both are in
favor ol payiog the debt according to law, in
legal tenders while they are the lawflal money
of the coautry and where it i3 not stated the
bonds must be paid in coln. Ths majority of
bhoth are for paying as muach of the debt as
possible atthe earliest period and io the sasisst
wanner within the meaning of the law. Toat
is ull there is in the platforms, aod is that not
just? la that repudiation? Does it not
rather show a fixed aud an honest parpoze Lo
pay the debt? We think our foreign ereditors,
from whom we asked no loan apd who have
volantarily purchased onr bonds, will soon see
that the credit of the United States stands as
high as that of any other conntry, and that
our seourities will rise accordingly in the
markets of the world.

Congress and the Army,
From the N. Y. Times.

The political rehabilitation of the South has
proved the sigoal for the long-deferred reduac-
tion of the army,. It is noteworthy that unot
a single veice, Republican or Democratio, in
Senate or House, opposss this redaction.
Senator Wilson, who reported a bill to leave
the army on its preseunt basis, did so only in
order to furnish a clear schedule of its existing
status, and had previously pat himsslf on
record in favor of reduction. Even Mr. Gar-
fleld, who objects to the slaughter of general
offioers, advooates areduction of the enlisted men
to 25,000, which ia a redaction of nearly 6H0
per cent,  Accordiogly, we may take it for
grauted that this last will be the maximoam of
the futonre snlisted army, with the chanves in
fuvor of figures still lower.

Aud why not? The only two justifications
for the present swollen muster-rolls have basn
recopstrpetion and the Iudians, Dot st the
South, martinl law is giving way to muoicipal
luw; valid civil Governments, resognized &«
sugh Ly Copgress, have been set up; and
State atter State marches to the musie of th-
Luoiom, The Plaios, according to (ieneral
Sherman, who onght to be a good jndgs, are
cotparatively quiet, and o wors weideea or
robberies are there committed by prowling
Iudiand ina wonth than by ronghs iu a coast-
wire ity in the same time. Urdinary garri.
gon and ontpost doty is the only army work
lett, and this must be wade the basis for the
pedce estihlishment.

Two peneral schemes of army organization
ﬂl\\'h'\.‘t comw up for COIN PAKIson on any pro-
posal Lo reduce dpd fix the wilitary sstablish-
went. The first contemplates a nopiform aud
propertiouate reduetion of offivers aud men;

the other is the cadre system, which looks to
a maximum of officers spd a wminimum of
enlisted men, Most army offiiers lavor this

latter, at least to & partial extent. General
Grant and the wilitary sathorities at head
quarters peiceive Its advantages. Geparal
Guifleld’s bill, reported from the Honss Mili
Comnmittee, Jooks in the same direction,
aud provides for the retention of the ssven
teen geveral offlcers, aud the greater part of
lln- glall offlvera, “ l‘il.ltéii, ill-ll‘r:]. redoce the
eixty regiments to forty.one, aud the 45 000
eplisted men to 20 000; but when it comes to
officers, the chiel redaction it proposes 1s that
a fonrth of them (less than 500 ont of the
R0y ghall bs put on balf pay. Inother
words, itd reduction hera oonsists in what
wonld be equivalent to disohargiog less than
400 opffigers, or one-seventh of the whols,
whi's the enlisted meun are to be brought down
one half,

The advanlages, we repaat, of the cadre
Bystew, in providing a large, well-trained, ex-
pericoced and able body of officers, are beyond
question. These advantages have besn vori-
fird by experivncs, as well a8 recommended in
theory by BEuropean military gystems. In onr
own tase, there Is an additional argumaent in
i'8 favor from the faot that those exporienced
offirers, who shall be foroed ont ol the army
after thelr abls service during the war, may
not be avallable again in the hour of nesd—
and this is independent of any guestion of
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gratitude for that past servion, Noverthalass,
we 0 nool bn' think the Houss was right in
dedlining to adopt Gen-ral Garflald’s plan, and
fnro amending 1t ad to more pesrly propor-
tion the ofigers to the men; its sotion i8 justi-
fled on the grounds of economy nud practi-
oability.

AB to econemy, the disparily lutwesn the
wages of a commissionad offiver and & private
soidler I8 soob that, wherea one of the former
is retinined, it is jike kesplog half a dozen or
a dozen of the latter. We admit that it is
plensaut 1o have a large body of skillfal offi-
cers at oommand—but it costa, KExoept on
economical groands, wa shonld not cat down
the army at all; it wonld hardly bs wise, when
we are foroed to ecconomize, to save at the
apigot and let rou at the bung.

A to practicabllity, it would ba idle to pre-
tevd that when the whols arwmy is redaced
one -half, ita officers oan be safely reduaced only
on fonrth. It is dlear that the rednotion may
be made proportionately, and shoald ba so
made in all grades. To keep up an army
where every tenth man i@ &8 commissionad
officer, and every third or fourth man an otficer
of gome gort. wonld be only one remove from
Artemus Ward's organization, in which every
wan was an officer—npo privates allowsd,

Ungunestionably, it is an ungracious task to
felect and muster oul pome distingunished
officers, and to redues others in rank, for no
fanlt or deficienoy of theirs. Bat, if we come
down to the gimple fact, five Major-Generala
aud ten Brigadier-Generals are not reguaired
for an army of twenty-live thonsand men,
mwore especdally as it 15 not to be kept to-
gether in avy solid hodles, but scatterad into a
bundred poste, The pame is trne of the great
atall foroe in the Quartermaster, Ondnance,
Pay, Medicine, and other Dapartments, whosa
Bareaus are in Washington. It eannot pog-
gibly require the large force of staff offivers
now oo du'y for the pesds ol au army of
twenty-five thousand men. It must be rem=m-
bered that this is no new experiment that we
are makivg, but that the staff needs of a
fall army were fawiliar experience bufore
the late war.

The Hounss has, it must be confossed, made
bavoo with the Military Committee bill, Bat,
op the whole, its reduction= are sensible. It
bag provided that sny vacancies occnrring in
the cffice of Ueperal or Licutenaut-Geunwral
shall not Le filled; and that is plainly wise,
espreolally cousidering the ooccssion of the
orig'nal appoivtments. It has prodentiy cat
down the Major-Generals to thres, aud the
Brigadiers to six. It has redoced every ataff
oflicer in rank and pay by ove grade, as beflts a
gl anoy, and besides has redaced the
vumber by ove-balf, to takes effeot op the 10ch
of March, 1560, Sowe il feeling will nato-
rally be opused at first by these aweepiog
menasures. HBut we donbt wot that the pride
aud patriotizm of our army officers will be sue-
cerstully appealed to, their patriotism, as
they see the poverty of tha counntry, and the
pre-sivg ueed of retrenchiment; their pride,
when they will bardly secle to retain places
which, it pot sivecurss, have at least buoome

useless 1o the conutry,

Why Do the Heathen Bage?

It is in vain that our Repnblican contempo-
raries endeavor to revive the pasgions and the
prejudices of the war, Their owan frenzy is
fictitious, bat if it were real the prople would
vot share it. The puty-ories, the misrepre-
seutations, the maledictions, which wers suc-
eeesiul fonr years ago becanse of the =xcited
and parsionate temper of the pabliv wiod, to-
aay not ouly fail. but they do worse than fail
—they deleat the purpose of those who use
them. They give an &-peot of the ridicaloas
to that which was ones sacred. Thers exista
no avewering beat and passion in the prople’s
wivds, aud the exoited lauguags of the K-pub-
lican jouruals falls upon their ears wi b no
other result than any equally exaggerated
and ivtemperate harangnes wonld have, Their
first eflect i3 to close the mind against even
that small modicnm of truth which is con-
veyed in such & clumsy and offensive vehiole,

The electioneering violence with which the
Trilwing, Herald, Limes, and Lvening Post
bave opened their camwpnign may confidently
be expected to enlighten rathsr than to en-
venow the minds of their readers. As a
matter of fsct it i8 not suited to the pressent
temper of the people. Its incongruity with
that temper is not werely fatal to the parpose
of those who clothe their party purposes in
such ontrageous and disproportionate lan-
gnage, but it will also have the effeot of ex-
bhibiting to vast numbers of sensible men,

It has done
pothing of the Kind, The Awerioan peopls are
W0 enierprising, intelligent, and solive & raoe
of men for such a calamity o be possibla to
them.

But now see how completely the Fost fails
to get ite siream of disloyally and dishonor
ruvning through the Governor's words., Yet
wany revsible men imagined they saw sush
currents coursing throngh them oncs. They
hud completely polarized with their own pre-
judices every syllable which the Governor
uttered, and they would have done 50 had he
read from the steps of the City Hall the Ser-
mon on the Mouut.
